The members of the church especially, 
as well qs the citizens of White Plains 
and community generally and Dr, Kilpat- 
'rick’s host of friends throughout 
state, will read of the event with inter- 
jest. The church has appointed a commit- 
[tee of its prominent citizens and a sim- 
' ple, but interesting and impressive, pro- 
‘gramme has been arranged for the day. 

Ministers have been pastors of 
ichurches, many of them for ten, twenty 
land thirty years, but it Is Indeed a most 
rare instance for one to remain with one 
church and to serve it faithfully and so 
well for fifty years. There are few men 
‘in Georgia who can relate a similar in- 
istance within their personal knowledge. 
Dr. Kilpatrick !s a most interesting 
man. He is very retiring in disposition, 
but one has to know him but casually 
to realize that he ts thoroughly in earnest 
‘in everything he , undertakes. He has 
ino patience with any makeshift, either 
in religion or in practical life. He is 
easily approached by all, however low or 
humble be their position in life. He is 
always ready to give

from his church. He can always be 
found here, except when his business 
cails-him away. He takes great inter-

James Hines Kilpatrick was a son of 
Rev. J. H. T. Kilpatriak and Harriet 
FE. Jones, and was born in the county of 
Burke, on October 18, !833. He was 
reared at Hephzibah, in Richmond coun- 
ty, and entered Mercer university, then 
located at Penfield, in 1849. He was grad- 
uated from here in 1853, sharing highest 
honors of his class with John T. Clarke 
and Henry T. Wimberly. Ex-Governor 
W. J. Northen was one of the members 


of his class. The only two other sur- 
viving members are Philip Devant, of 
Crawfordville, and Edgar Jewell, of 
Austell. 

This class produced many prominent 
ministers of the gospel, among them 
being Rev. W. H. Davis and Rev. G. 


R. McCall, who were quite noted in their 
day. Colonel James D. Matthews was 
also a member of the class, being also a 
prominent confederate colonel, and aft- 
erward a distinguished lawyer of Lexing- 
ton. 

It was while at Mercer that Dr. Kil- 
| patrick made a public confession of Christ 
jand was baptized by Dr. N. M. Craw- 
| ford, on September 29, 1880. Graduat- 
‘ing in , 1853, he began teaching school

: ADJUSTMENT IN SIGHT! 

The shippers of the state of Georgia, who have long suffered from freight 
rate discriminations as the result of flagrant inequalities in the interstate 
tariffs of the various southern railroads, are to be felicitated on the flatter- 
ing prospect of an éarly favorable settlement of the whole matter. 

As was foretold in yesterday’s Constitution, a harmonious adjustment 
of all trouble is in sight. ; 

The executive officers of the southern lines will meet at cneé in New 
York for the purpose of taking up the .readjustment of freight rates in their 
entire territory, it being recognized by them that the existing tariffs have, 
by changed conditions, become in sqme instances illogical and unjust, and 
‘in the very nature of things obsolete. Certain important shipping points, 
among them Atlanta, have for years found themselves at a serious competi- 
tive disadvantage by reason of these antiquated interstate freight tariffs, 
and the arbitrary discriminations of this nature have become a positive com- 
mercial drawback. 

, The executive officers of these great roads traversing southern territory 
will take up the whole matter as a board of equalization, their object being 
to fix the new freight rates on a more equitable and logical basis. The 
' result will be needed relief to Georgia as the chief sufferer among southern 
states. 

As everybody familiar with recent southern railroad history knows, many 
Sweeping changes have taken place in railroad construction, management 
and ownership in this territory since the old tariff agreement went into 
effect. The net result in an economic sense has been to reduce the expense 
of operation through consolidation, leases and a closer community of inter- 
est. Conditions of competition as regards the continent at large have also 
Changed, and there have been many changes in the relative importance 
of southern Shipping points. Time has wrought a general shaking up of 
things as they once were, and points that were once “basic” in predicating 
rates can no longer, by any logic of geography or traffic, enjoy their old 
favoritism. More important still, the freight which concerns the extreme 
southeast can be hauled cheaper than in the old days. | 

It is the purpose of the state and community interests concerned in 
pending litigation in the federal court to hold in abeyance all action in- 
tended to equalize local freight rates by law until the result of the im- 
portant railroad meeting in New York is known. This decision was 
reached in response to a suggestion of Judge Baxter, special counsel for the 
several railroads, that an agreement satisfactory to the shippers of Geor- 
gia might be voluntarily reached by the conferring lines, if they were 
not embarrassed by the existence of the recent circulars issued by the 
Georgia railroad commission, now the subject of litigation. Judge Baxter 
coupled his suggestion that the circulars be abrogated and pending litiga 
tion withdrawn for the present with the assurance that he would advise his 
clients to revise the old rate adjustment in favor of the complaining 
shippers. 

Accordingly, the Gecrgia railroad commission yesterday revoked circu- 
lars 301 and 302, and concurrently Attorney General Hart, on the part of 
the state, and the attorneys for the Atlanta Freight Bureau, reached an 
agreement with the attorneys for the railroads to withdraw all pending 
litigation in the premises, the understanding being that if the result of 
the coming railroad conference is not satisfactory to the Georgia railroad 
commission and the Atlanta Freight Bureau, both sides are entirely free 
to reopen the case. 

This is the present status of the matter, and it amounts to a great 
deal more than a legal truce. Judge Baxter, while promising no definite 
results, and” estimating the effect of his advice as problematical, is known 
to speak by the card for the railroads. His counsel and influence in the 
direction of a favorable tariff readjustment is pretty certain to prove effec- 
tive.

broad views as to the general good. In 
the agricultural districts the zemstvos 
are virtually schools of agriculture, 
performing the functions of an agricul- 
tural congress and experiment station 
combined. They have taught the mu- 
jiks much about practical, intensive 
farming. 

When the true nature of the zemstvo 
is understood, it is really remarkable 
that the bodies are so nearly a unit 
for such a sweeping national reform 
as the adoption of a constitution for 
the empire. Such action shows great 
liberality on the part of the landed 
gentry, or great sagacity in appreciat- 
ing Russia’s domestic peril and com- 
mendable willingness to make class 
sacrifices to avert the gathering 
storm. |

Forsyth, Ga., - November —Edi 
Constitution: On November a6 there on 
peared in the columns of your paper an 
article Dy Professor W. M. Huobbard 
principal of the norma! and industrial 
school for the colored people, at this 
point. Some time ago, at the suggestion 
of the pringipa] of this school, and in 
accordance @vith the advice of Dr: Wal- 
Jace Buttrick, a white board of advisers 
anid nanagers Was put in firfAncial con- 
tre, of this school, and these men were 
selected from among the best and most 
influential citizens of thi community. 

From a thorough inspection of the 
management of this school, this board 
through me as treasurer, unhesitatingly 
ircorses the work of Hubbard as being 
done in a systematic manger, and wil! 
ultimately redound to the good of the col- 
;Ored people of this section. . 

This school was established only ¢ 
few years ago, under very unfavorable 
conditions, but through the untiring ef- 
|forts of its principal and the sacrifices 
'made by him and his family, and the 
cooperation of the igst people of his 
race, it has grown Mm attendance and 
usefulness yearly, until now he hag ap 
average attendance of practically 400. 

The policy of this school, if continued, 
will teach the young negroes that the 
scuth is the best place for them ag long 
as they are trained und taught to pursue 
the proper pursuits and follow the man- 
dates of the law and saciety. He is 
endeavoring to persuade them aot to 
flock to the cities, but to engage in agri, 
cultural je;rsults, as they are best fit- 
ted for that, and their opportunities for 
accumulation of property are greater. 

He has a comfortable, but small, 
school building. He has purchased a 
tract of farm land near the school on 
gcod terms. This praperty is worth what 
he agreed te pay Aor it. Some of his 
pupils that are not able to defray their 
expenses are required to devote so much 
work on this farm for their board and 
|schooling, Now, in order to successfully 
|pursue this policy, it requires a consid- 
erable amount of cash. 

If he could obtain a sufficient amount 
of contributions to Mquidate this dat on 
the farm, he would then be in position 
to use this land ag collateral in borrow- 
ing whatever amount he would reason- 
abyi need in defraying the necessary ex- 
penges of his school. 

Several days ago I recelved, ag treasur- 
er, from the Siater fund $200. This 
money was ordered by this rd of man- 
agers to be applied to the farm debt. 
All money or contributions received wil] 
be appropriated by order of this board,

In 1903 the taxable vaiues were: Real 
estate, $45,967,131; personal, $13,628,201; 
making a total of $59,595,332. 

In 17904 the taxable values were: Real 
estate, $48,333,000: persona! $14,899,177; 
total] $63,232,177.

|veking these circulacs, which was read 
by Judge Hart: 

Office of the Railroad Commission 
of Gorgja, Aflanta, Ga., November 
30, 1904.—It is ordered by the railroad 
eommission of Georgia: 

First. That all of the opinion and 
order of July 16, 1904, be, and the 
same is hereby revoked, annulled and 
set aside, except the following: 

‘Wherefore, after a full, patient and 
mature consideration of this case, the 
commission is of the opinion that 
Atlanta is unjustly discriminated 
against on account of interstate rates, 
over which this commission has no 
control, and in accordance with the 
suggestion of complainants in this 
case, and of the law in such cases 
made and provided, we hereby call 
the attention of the various railroad 
officialg responsidie for this condition 
to the. fact here determined, and urge 
upon them the propriety of changing 
such rate or rates complained of by 
the Atlanta freight bureau within 
sixty days from this date (the time 
suggested by complainants), and fail- 
ing in that, this commission will pre- 
sent the facts to the interstate com- 
merce commission, and appeal ‘to it 
for relief in behalf of the Atlanta 
freight bureau.”

New York, November 930, 1904.—The 
ginners’ report shows that the equivalent 
of 9,798,646 square bales have been gin- 
ined up to the 14 of November. If this 
iis eyen 85 per cent of the crop, the in- 
‘dicated yleld is 11,500,000. For the past 
2 years, 85 per cent of the crop has not 
“been ginned until the I3th of December, 
‘Admitting, therefore, that this crop is a 
‘month earlier than ejther that of last 
lyear, or he year before, which seems 
hardly probable, we are confronted with 
the certainty of 11,500,000 bales and the 
probability of [2,000,000. In the face of 


1} such figures, I think that any expectation 


of ay advance must be abandoned. As 1 
have previously pointed out, the only 
hope of an timprovement was in the 
possibility that the government would 
under estimate the yield. In the face of 
the census figures it would be admitted 
that a government estimate of 11,750,000 
would be an underestimate of from 500,- 
000 to 750,000 bales. In other words, I 
think the ginners’ report indicates a crop 
of from !2,250,000 to 12,500,000 and ex- 
pect that cotton will go very much lower.
